When is the best time to plant 


oats, fall or spring? 
For eight 


years the 
Arkansas Experiment 


Station has planted practically all 
the varieties of oats adapted to the 
South and they have been planted 
in the fall and in the spring. Three 
years out of eight, spring planter 
oats have led in yield, and five 
years the fal plantings have led 
The 
average 
yield of the five 


best spring planted varities for the 
eight years was 37.0 bushels per 
acre, while the five best fall vari- 
ties averaged 50 bushels, showing 
that the five best fall varities pro- 


uced on the average 18.4 bushels 
icr acre more than did the best 


part of the state. In the southern 
part of the state to advantage of 
fall oats over spring oats is still 
greater. For instance the Alabama 
Station found fall oats doubled the 
yield of spring oats.

secret—distributed, poisoned mor- 
sels of food and grain in the streets 
and alleys a number of times. 


Birds Fell Dead 


"I could see the birds falling all 


around," Mrs. J. A. Ramsey swore 
n an affidavit which will be hand- 
ed to the grand jury.
